•heir  rivals  of  the  lais  for  the  first 
hundred  years  of  taUrrvarslty  row- 
ing. 

Each  university  now  has  won  forty 
of  the  eighty-one  races,  with  the 
classic  of  1877  entered  upon  the  rec- 
ord as  a  dead  heat 

The  Cantaba.  In  the  true  English 
tradition  of  placing  a  great  premium 
on  the  lead  even  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  the  four  and  one-quaner- 
mlle  pull,  put  everything  upon  thelr 
oars  at  the  start.  They  won  a  mar- 
Bin  over  their  Oxford  rivals  almost 
immediately,  and  at  the  mile  led  by 
three-quarters  of  a  length.  Prom 
that  point  tn  the  finish,  it  was  the 
Light  Blues'  race,  almost  as  U 
pleased . 

The  Cambridge  shell  shot  past  the 
finish  line  in  nineteen  minutes  and 
twenty-five  seconds,  well  behind  the 
record  of  eighteen  minutes  nineteen 
seconds  set  by  Oxford  in  1911.  but 
still  rar  from  the  slowest  race  ever 
•■owed  upon  the  Thames. 

WEATHER  GOOD 

The  weather  grew  from  threaten- 
ing to  fair  at  Just  the  right  moment 
to  make  the  holiday  pleasant  for  the 
million  spectators  who  crowded 
every  point  of  vantage  on  either  side 
of  trie  Thames  all  the  way  from 
Putney  to  Mortlake.

The  Light  Blues 
rowed  as  one  man.  every  member  of 
the  eight  showing  a  powerful  drive 
that  was  beautiful  to  watch.  It  was 
Cambridge's  easiest  victory  in  many 
years.  Oxford  were  beaten  at  every 
point  after  the  start  was  overcome, 
and  their  courage  was  the  only  con- 
soling fact  to  the  Dark  Blue  sup- 
porters. Cambridge,  after  a  beauti- 
ful start,  settled  down  into  a  long, 
steady  pull  that  finally  developed 
Into  one  of  the  finest  exhibitions  of 
rowing  ever  accomplished.  The  eight 
oars  flashed  as  one  and  the  eight 
bodies  dipped  and  rose  in  perfect 
unison.

Third 
Baseman  Harry  Riconda  and 
Shortstop  Olen  Wright  The  Dodg- 
ers" leader  recently  traded  Petty 
and  Riconda  to  the  Pirates  lor 
Wright,  who  la  now  unable  to  play 
ball  at  the  Brooklyn  training  camp 
In  Florida  because  of  a  crippled 
throwing  arm. 

A  Miami  bonesetter  insists  that 
Wright's  injury  is  not  serious  and 
that  he  will  soon  be  able  to  do 
plenty  of  hard  work.

Fshlhitlnn  tlpen  to  Foreign  Manu 
facturea  Will  Take  Flacr  at 
Rurharent  April  IS 

Countrywide  Interest  and  enthus- 
iasm for  radio  have  increased 
enormously  In  Rumania,  and  the 
advent  of  the  Natlonal-Psasant 
to  the  Government  has  given  this 
Interest  an  official  stimulus.

American  Exchanges  of  musical 
programmes  through  tlie  medium 
of  radio  short  waves  tire  being 
planned  for  the  near  future  by  the 
Pan -American  Union. 

The  first  step  toward  instituting 
Gurh  programmes  on  a  scheduled 
basis  was  taken  by  former  President 
Coolldge  Just  before  he  left  office, 
when  he  signed  an  executive  order 
author  bung  station  NAA.  the  navy  a 
radio  centre  at  Arlington.  Virginia, 
to  transmit  the  musical rs  arranged 
by  the  Pan-American  Union  for  re- 
ception in  Central  and  Soutri 
America 

The  purpose  is  to  bring  the  pen- 
pie  of  the  Americas  Into  closer  re- 
lationship through  their  music,  ac- 
cording to  Franklin  Adams,  coun- 
sellor of  the  union  Not  only  will 
programmes  be  transmitted  from 
the  United  States  to  the  twenty 
Latin-American  republics,  but  it  la 
proposed  that  the  same  wave  lengths 
shall  be  used  for  transmitting  pro- 
grammes of  indigenous  music  rrom 
those  countries  to  the  United 
States  and  to  each  other.  Enthusi- 
astic support,  lias  already  been  en- 
listed among  the  Latin- American 
diplomatic  missions  in  Washington.

The  two  frequencies  set  aside  for 
the  purpose  by  the  executive  order 
are  6.120  kilocycles  (4MM  metres, 
and  g.5ft0  kilocycles  IstJt  metrer.. 
These  have  been  found  by  the 
navy's  radio  experts  to  be  suitable 
for  reaching  to  the  rarthermost 
part*  or  the  two  continent*,  and  It 
S  planned  to  equip  Arlington  with 
the  necessary  apparatus  a*  soon  as 
practicable. 

Programmes  sent  out  via  these 
wave  length*  may  be  received  di- 
rectly on  short  wave  seta  or  indl- 
rtrtly  through  relay  by  established 
broadcasting  stations  in  the  various 
countries.  Short,  wave  receiving  set* 
are  still  uncommon,  except  among 
amateurs  and  expert*,  so  that  Use 
relay  project  Is  regarded  the  most 
feasible  Either  through  lhe  mi 
bassles  and  legal  Ions  in  Washington 
or  by  sending  an  agent  to  the  van 
ous  large  broadcasting  nations  or 
Central  and  South  America,  the 
Psn-Amerlcan  Union  experts  to 
negotiate  ttnal  details  of  the  project 
this  year. 

Stations  like  CZE,  Mexico  City,  or 
PWX  Havana,  or  LOX.  Buenos 
Aires,  would  thus  pt>k  the  Arlington 
programmes  rrom  the  air  and  re- 
broadcast  them  to  their  regular 
audiences  on  their  own  wave 
lengths 

In  like  manner,  the  programme* 
emanating  rrom  Latin -American 
point*  could  be  picked  up  by  sta- 
tions In  the  United  States  and  re- 
layed either  by  single  star  lone  or 
via  Use  chains  to  the  people  of  that 
country. 

Beam  or  directional  tranamlstlon 
would  help  ilmpliry  the  course  ot 
programmes,  and  the  fact  that  the

On  the  programmes  of  the  Pan- 
American  Union  the  military  service 
bands  have  been  playing  music  ob- 
tained from  the  La  tin -American 
countries  through  the  courtesy  of 
their  ambassadors  and  ministers, 
who.  with  the  Secretary  or  State, 
comprise  the  governing  board  of  the 
union 

The  programmes  have  been  well 
received  by  the  American  public, 
according  to  Mr  Adams.  Tlie  union 
has  only  recently  arranged  to  get  a 
full  repertoire  of  Latin-American 
music,  including  some  aboriginal 
scores,  to  be  rehearsed  by  the  army 
band  or  ninety  men,  who  are  leav- 
ing May  4  for  the  Seville  exposi- 
tion.

TOK.IO,  March  23.— Japan  will 
soon  put  the  largest  radio  trans- 
mitting plant  in  the  world  into  op- 
eration, according  to  Baron  Ya- 
sush  Togo,  managing  director  of 
the  Japan  Wireless  Telegraph  Com- 
pany. 

This  ha*  been  possible  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment and  private  capital,  as  the 
equipment  which  lias  been  installed 
in  the  new  Yasouil  station  was  manu- 
factured by  the  German  Telefunken 
Company  and  turned  over  to  the 
Japanese  Government  as  part  of 
the  reparation*  payments"  he  said. 

"Not  only  will  this  be  the  largest 
station  in  the  world  with  a  power 
rating  or  1.000  kilowatts,  but  it  will 
be  or  the  latest  type  developed 
during  the  last  year.

At  the  present 
time  the  foreign  markets  show  a 
heavy  tone  and  the  demand  has  been 
reported  slow  as  a  rule.  However,

March  TK  - 
CoasUruard  cutter-N  Dexter  and  Wal- 
cott ploughed  up  the  swollen  \ps- 
Rtnslppi  to  New  Orleans  today,  bring- 
ing In  Irons  the  crew  of  the  British 
schooner  Imalone,  including  one 
dead  member,  the  victim  erf  gunfire 
at  sea  off  the  Louisiana  coast,  after 
a  twenty-four-hour  night. 

The  Imalone  was  shelled  by  the 
Des'er  yesterday  when  her  uniden- 
tified master  refused  to  submit  to 
search  on  being  overhauled  by  the 
coastguard  boat  and  sent  to  the 
bottom  with  a  suspected  cargo  of 
contraband  The  elusive  craft,  which 
coastguardsmen  *ay  carried  on  suc- 
cessful liquor-smuggling  operations 
for  three  years  off  the  coast  of  New 
England .  was  sunk  near  "Sixty  - 
Deep."  off  Marsh  Island 

Oovernment  officials  here  and 
Admiral  P  C  Blllard.  commandant 
of  the  coastguard  in  Washington 
said  reports  at  hand  indicated  that 
the  guns  fired  it  thin  the  Jurlsdic- 
tion  of  the  United  States.

NEW  YORK.  March  23.— Aircraft 
yearbook  figures  Just  issued  by  the 
Aeronautical  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  America  show  an  Increase  of  140 
per  cent  in  commercial  aircraH 
production  in  1928 

Approximately  5,000  planes  and 
3.500  aircraft  motors  were  built  in 
the  United  States  last  year  with  a 
valuation  of  more  than  875.000.000. 
Of  these  3.780  were  commercial  ship-, 
and  2,087  were  commercial  molots, 
the  rest  being  lor  military  use. 

In  the  commercial  field  biplanes 
outnumbered  monoplanes  two  in 
i  ne,  but  Uie  valuation  of  the  mono- 
planes was  greater.  This  Is  ex- 
plained by  the  Increasing  use  of  bi- 
planes for  small  open  cockpit  Rhipt 
and  of  monoplanes  for  larger 
cabin  Jobs.

National  Parks  Are  Available 

To  Motorists  Over  Good  Highways 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA  has  the  largest  area  ol  mountain  scenery 
of  any  Canadian  province,  yet  the  area  of  her  four  national 
parka  is  but  1.631  square  miles,  or  approximately  16  per  cent 
of  the  total  area  of  such  reservations  In  the  country.  The  four 
national  parks  In  British  Columbia  are:  Glades,  468  square  miles; 
Kootenay.  567  square  miles;  Mount  Revelstoke.  100  square  miles, 
and  Yoho.  476  square  miles.  Of  these  four.  Kootenay  may  be  said 
to  be  a  highway  park,  as  It  consists  of  a  strip  of  Federal  property 
live  miles  wide  on  each  side  of  a  portion  of  the  Banff-Windermere 
Highway.  The  other  three  are  of  great  scenic  beauty  with  many 
wonderful  points  of  interest  from  The  Dominion  Government  hu 
the  angles  of  beauty,  neuuh  and  followed  a  wise  course  of  develop- 
rclaxution.  It  must  not  be  Inferred,  ment  of  these  parks,  whether  they 
however,  that  Kootenay  is  devoid  oi  1  be  in  British  Columoia  or  elsewhere,

The  policy  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment has  been  the  development 
of  national  parka  so  far  as  is  pos- 
sibly consistent  with  the  original 
reason  for  making  the  reservations. 
The  primary  reason  for  their  estab- 
lishment was  to  preserve  some 
parts  of  the  country  in  their  natural 
state  that  posterity  might  have  lor 
lt>  use  and  benefit  some  of  the  won- 
ders of  Canada  free  from  the  de- 
••poiling  touch  or  man.  Naturally 
people  from  all  countries  are  at- 
tached to  what  might  be  termed 
practically  the  last  primeval  areaa 
lrft  For  their  accommodation  it 
was  necessary  to  build  roads  and 
trails  and  erect  suitable  hostelncs

To  properly  preserve  parts  of  the 
n.untry  in  a  natural  state,  protec- 
tion of  wild  animals  therein  Is  ab- 
solutely necessary.  With  this  pro- 
tection, which  is  extended  through- 
out all  parks,  a  double  purpose  is 
.•erved— animal  species  are  perpetu- 
ii led  and  people  are  able  to  study 
them  in  their  natural  habitat  For 
as  civilization  advances,  wild  life 
will  more  and  more  be  driven  *o 
inaccessable  places;  with  the  parks 
as  sanctuaries  posterity  will  be  as- 
sured of  a  plentiful  supply  of  the 
original  denizens  of  the  wild 


with  the  outside,  on  the 
theory  that  ease  of  access  is  a  big 
factor  in  making  them  of  practical 
beqem  to  the  majority  In  con- 
formity with  this,  the  opening  of 
the  Kicking  Horft  Trail,  a  new 
motor  road  just  completed,  will  re- 
veal Yoho  Park  to  the  motorist  and 
connect  il  with  the  provincial  high- 
way running  through  the  Columbia 
Valley,  thus  making  possible  a  new 
circular  tour  249  miles  long,  taking 
in  Yoho  and  Kootenay  Parks.  , 

The  trail  Is  a  diversion  of  the 
Banff-Lake  Louise  motor  road 
which  traverses  the  Bow  River  val- 
ley. It  leaves  the  older  road  a  short 
distance  below  the  Lake  Louise 
Chalet  and  tnen  leads  in  a  westerly 
direction  across  the  famous  Kicking 
Horse  Pass  through  the  heart  ol 
Yoho  Park,  practically  bisecting  this 
large  playground  and  passing 
through  the  great  Kicking  Horse 
gorge  to  the  Town  of  Golden, 
whence  the  return  Journey  is  started 
southeastward  through  the  pictur- 
esque Columbia  Valley  over  the  pro- 
vincial highway  to  a  point  where 
the  trail  enters  the  western  gateway 
of  the  Banff -Windermere  Highway. 
Ihe  return  Journey  to  Banff  tra- 
verses the  whole  length  of  Kootenay 
Park 

For  those  who  do  not  favor  auto 
travel,  all  the  parks  are  situated  on 
either  of  the  two  fr*at  railway  sys- 
tem*, and  theae  people  are  well 
served  by  excellent  tram  service.

any  vacation  depends  not  only  on 
splendid  scenery,  fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine, but  also  on  a  certain  amount 
-of  healthful  exercise  This  can  best 
be  obtained  by  trail  trips,  either 
afoot  or  mounted  and  by  mounta.n 
climbing  In  all  parks  are  many 
trails  leading  to  the  most  Important 
point*  of  interest,  and  most  of  them 
radiate  from  the  various  park  head- 
quarters. Guides  are  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  more  timorous  who  do 
not  fancy  embarking  on  trips  into 
nature's  solitudes  alone. 

Probably  to  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  such  scenery  as  afforded 
by  the  parks  is  not  unusual  but  to 
many  people  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  and  indeed  the  world  at 
large,  the  parks  present  great  in- 
terest not  only  from  the  viewpoint 
ol  their  existence  as  recreation 
areas,  but  also  from  the  standpoint 
of  their  preservation  for  posterity. 
To  Canadians  who  have  not  seen 
them,  they  represent  the  high  spots 
of  Canadian  scenery,  and  to  strang- 
ers they  represent  typical  cross 
sections  of  Canadian  scenery  and 
at  the  same  tune  a  monument  to 
Canadian  foresight. 

A  brief  description  of  the  national 
parks  in  this  Province  gives  some 
idea  of  their  importance  as  not  only 
national  but  provincial  assets — for 
whatever  acts  to  the  benefit  of  the 
country  as  a  whole  must  of  nec- 
essity react  to  the  benefit  of  that 
particular  section  wherefrom  the 
benefit,  is  derived. 

Kootenay  Park  Is  the  largest  In 
the  Province.  It  adjoins  Yoho  Park 
on  the  north  and  Banff  Park  on  fa* 
east,  and  extends  for  five  miles  on 
each  side  of  tha  Banff- Windermere 
highway,  beginning  at  the  summit 
of  the  mountains  on  the  interpro- 
vinclal  boundary  and  ending  at  the 
Junction  with  the  Columbia  River 
Highway  from  Golden  to  Winder- 
mere.

These  springs  are  situated  near 
the  Banff-  Windermere  Highway 
close  to  tne  west  end  of  Sinclair 
Pass,  and  consist  of  three  springs. 
Formerly  they  acre  known  as  me 
Sinclair  Hot  Springs  and  for  a 
tune  went  under  the  name  of  Koot- 
enay Mineral  Springs. 

They  are  the  only  springs  in  Can- 
ada with  a  higher  radium  content 
tnan  the  famous  springs  at  Bath, 
and  if  therapeutic  value  is  computed 
by  the  amount  of  radium  emana- 
tion, it  can  be  seen  readily  how 
valuable  these  springs  are  destined 
t  >  become  to  the  people  at  large. 

The  construction  of  the  highway 
made  these  waters  easily  accessable 
The  water  is  piped  from  the  springs 
to  a  large  pool  and  then  allowed  to 
flow  out  to  Sinclair  Creek.  An  at- 
tendant |g  kept  at  the  bathhouse 
end  for  a  nominal  fee  the  visitor  i 
allowed  the  use  of  the  bath  and 
supplied  with 
suit. 

Glacier  Park  and  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  same  name  derive  their 
appellation  from  the  presence  of 
the  enormous  snow  field  in  the  area 
ilk-c-illewaet  Glacier  and  ice  field, 
the  Naklmu  caves.  Asulkan  Valley 
and  Mounts  Sir  Donald  and  Whee- 
ler are  among  the  most  interesting 
points  within  the  park  area 

The  IllecUlewact  snow  fields  feed 
two  great  glaciers— the  IllecUlewaet 
Itself  and  the  Oelkle  to  the  south- 
west From  the  crest  of  the  IllecU- 
lewaet to  the  glacier  Itself  Is  a  drop 
of  3,600  feet;  a  calculation  of  the 
enormous  pressure  behind  the  glaci- 
er would  reveal  an  outstanding 
figure  which  would  help  to  explain 
one  of  the  most  peculiar  character- 
istics of  glaciers  in  general,  for  un- 
der the  pull  of  gravity  and  pressure 
of  the  mass  of  Ice  and  snow  behind 
It,  the  supposedly  solid  mass  moves 
at  a  plastic  body.  The  average  flow 
of  IllecUlewaet  is  five  or  six  Inches 
per  day  according  to  calculations 
extending  over  a  period  from  1898 
in  1912.

One  of  the  first  bits  of  scenery  In

three-point  motor  suspension.  To- 
day that  method  of  suspension  Is 
nearly    <•  There  has  bM 

complete  reversal  in  practice  on  this 
point  and  it  is  very  interesting  to 
note  that  the  cars  that  have  been 
ont  for  some  time  with  four-point 
suspension  are  remaining  more  quiet 
and  are  generally  glvuig  better  re- 
sults than  those  using  the  old 
method  of  engine  support. 

Nearly  twenty  yearn  ago  a  car 
was  brought  out  in  this  country 
with  four-point  suspension.  En- 
gineers at  that  time  were  interest- 
ed but  did  not  believe  this  method 
of  construction  feasible  because  it 
was  necessary  to  use  too  much 
weight,  they  thought.  In  order  to 
get  the  desired  rigidity.  Instead 
they  designed  the  can  so  that  the 
engine  was  rendered  free  of  the 
chassis  to  some  extent,  so  that  the 
chassis  could  weave  and  twist  to  a 
certain  degree  without  in  any  way 
affect  big  the  engine. 

It  was  believed  that  If  the  en- 
gine were  tied  rigidly  to  the  frame 
the  weaving  of  the  chassis  as  the 
car  passed  over  rough  and  unequal 
roads  would  result  In  twisting  the 
crankcase  and  also  the  bearings 
which  are  carried  in  the  case.  This 
would  cause  the  bearings  to  be  worn 
out  of  round  and  consequently  be- 
come noisy  in  a  very  short  time 
The  chassis  also,  it  was  held,  could 
be  mads  light,  as  it  would  do  no 
harm  to  have  It  flex  to  a  certain 
degree  as  long  as  this  twisting  were 
held  within  reasonable  limits. 

With  this  in  mind  the  engine  was 
mounted  in  the  chassis  at  three 
points.  Usually  there  were  two  sup- 
ports at  the  rear  of  the  power 
plant,  one  on  each  side  of  the  clutch 
and  flywheel  housing,  while  the 
;  third  support  was  at  the  front  end 
I  of  the  engine  and  generally  was 
made  up  In  the  form  of  a  trun- 
nion bearing  which  permitted  a 
considerable  relative  movement  be- 
tween the  enguie  and  the  frame 
Tills  was  all  very  logical  In  Its  way, 
but  recent  developments  have  .shown 
so  clearly  that  there  Is  a  better  way 
of  accomplishing  the  desired  result 
that  there  has  been  a  universal 
abandonment  of  the  three-point 
method  in  favor  of  the  four. 

In  the  car  of  1929,  the  engine 
crankcase  Is  really  a  substantial 
supporting  web  In  the  frame.  As 
the  name  suggests.  In  the  four- 
polnt  method  the  engine  Is  sup- 
ported at  all  four  corners  by  rigid 
connections  to  the  frame.  Some- 
times there  Is  a  rubber  padding 
inserted  between  the  engine  and  the 
chassis  frame  which  acts  as  an 
antl-vlbration  device,  but  there  Is 
nothing  about  the  engine  mounting 
that  permits  any  relative  motion. 

Not  only  does  the  engine  tend  to 
make  the  frame  more  rigid  bv  act- 
ing an  a  web  cross  member,  but  the 
crankcase  itself  is  built  much  suffer 
than  It  used  to  be  with  deep  webs 
or  bridges  across  the  case  that  not 
only  act  as  additional  stinvners  but 
which  serve  very  effectually  as  sup- 
port* for  the  main  bearings  There 
are  more  of  these  bridges  than  for- 
merly because  the  practice  has  been

She  may  have  luck  or  not.  as  the 
Jury  sees  fit.  and  perhaps  after  wait- 1 
ing  for  months  before  her  case  can 
come  up  for  legal  decision.  Of  course, 
she  could  carry  insurance  protec- 
tion So  could  the  man  who  ran  into 
her  However.  Insurance  protection 
does  not  do  away  with  wasU»  in  time 
and  materials,  nor  docs  it  relieve 
physical  disability  which  may  result 
from  a  serious  motor  accident. 

In   spite  of  all  mis.  Insurance 
protection  appears  to  be  one  of  the 
best  mediums  which  Is  available  for 
use  by  the  motoring  public  as  a  pro- 
tection against  loss  due  to  automo- 
bile accidents.   A  motorist  is  hardly 
justified  in  taking  a  chance  on  get- 
ting by  for  a  year  without  an  ac- 
cident, and  consequently  saving  the 
cost  of  liability  and  accident  in- 
surance.   Practically  every  person 
who  owns  a  home  Is  not  content  to 
lake  a  chance  on  its  not  burning 
up  or  being  damaged  by  fire.  Pro- 
lection  of  a  home  by  fire  insurance 
seems  to  be  the  sensible  procedure, 
even  though  there  is  some  expense 
involved     The  chance  of  a  man 
owning  an  automobile  having  some

OTTAWA.  Ont  .  March  23  -The 
recant  remarkable  progress  made  in 
mining  development  on  Dominion 
lands  In  Western  Canada,  particu- 
larly in  the  provinces  of  Manitoba 
and  Saskatchewan,  has  attained 
nation-wide  attention.  The  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  in  order  to  en- 
courage and  foster  the  future 
healthy  growth  of  the  mining  in- 
dustry in  that  part  of  the  Dominion, 
has  kept  in  constant  touch  with  the 
rapidly  changing  situation  and  has. 
by  regulations  and  close  supervision, 
taken  measures  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  both  the  industry  and  the 
public. 

New   quartz  mining  regulations. 

which  contain  provisions  for  the  im- 
provement of  prospecting  and  op- 
erating conditions,  have  been  drafted 
by  Hon  Charles  Stewart.  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  and  passed  by  order- 
ln-council  to  go  into  effect  April  1. 
1929.  The  major  changes  that  have 
been  made  in  the  old  ordinances 
have  been  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing the  new  regulations  abren-st  ol 
present  conditions  and  of  securing 
uniformity  by  correlating  federal 
and  provincial  enactments.

Before  a  lease  can  be  Issued  to  a 
Ucencee.  two  hundred  dny's  work 
must  be  done  on  the  claim  during 
u  period  of  Ave  years  or  less.  Pro 
vision  is  also  made  so  that  If  de- 
sirable. Improvement  work  mav  be 
started  as  soon  as  the  legal  pasts 
are  in  place.  At  least  forty  day's 
work  must  be  done  in  each  year. 
When  two  hundred  days'  work  has 
been  performed  the  claims  surveyed, 
discovery  estsbllshed.  certain  other

The  United  States  Forest  8ervlce 
report  rails  attention  to  the  fact 
that 

"The  total  area  burned  In  1927 
wa*  fifty-nine  per  cent  greater  than 
In  1926."  Figures  are  not  all  In  for 
1928.  but  the  loss  will  not  vary  great- 
ly fron*  1927.  and  still  the  report 
states  that  "1927  and  1928  were 
relatively  favorable  years  from  a 
weather  standpoint."  The  total 
damage  Is  given  in  this  report  as 
thirty -three  million  dollars,  though 
this  Is  far  below  the  real  loss.  The 
United  States  Forest  Service  is  not 
responsible  for  this  very  low  esti-

naUonal  standpoint  Is  the  loss  of 
fertility  of  soil  and  the  still  great- 
er loss  of  soil  itself  by  erosion.

which  practically  means  that  200.- 
000.000  cords  of  wood  must  be  cut 
every  year  from  approximately

the  remninlng  forest  bearing  land 
of  the  country. 

Speaking  of  the  appalling  loss  ui 
the  forests  from  diseases  and  in- 
sects, the  report  states:  "Disease 
control  is  a  problem  comparable  in 
magnitude  with  that  of  insect  con- 
trol and  presents  even  more  for- 
midable aspects,"  anl  that  -Larch 
canker,  a  new  disease,  recently  bids 
ralr  to  become  by  far  the  most 
serious  source  of  forest  destruction 
ever  known  in  this  country  since  It 
kills  not  only  larch  but  Douglas  fir 
and  perhaps  western  yellow  pine.

As  much  as  half  ot  the  valu- 
able old  pine  tiuioer  has  been  killed 
on  some  sections. 

Cut-over  lorests,  varying  In 
present  condition  from  second 
growth  ripe  lor  the  saw.  to  land 
wholly  denuded  of  valuable  umbei 
and  incapable  of  again  producing 
valuable  timber  without  expensive 
regenerating  measures  or  an  indcl- 
nntely  long  delay,  make  up  all  but 
ft  relatively  small  and  faot-dimln- 
ishing  portion  of  the  Eastern  tola 
forest  area.

our  great  wood -using  industries 
Every  vane  person  knows  that  this 
is  nothing  but  a  wicked  deception 
As  the  United  fctates  is  burning 
thirty-eight  million  acres  and  only 
planting  less  than  seventy-Ave 
thousand  acres  annually,  all  this 
reforestation  talk  is  mere  camou- 
flage, though  reforestation  and 
forest  conservation  on  a  huge  scale 
are  Imperative  for  posterity.  With 
the  exception  of  the  recent  wet 
cycle  in  Eastern  Canada,  the  pro- 
portion of  burning  to  planting  is 
approximately  the  same  in  Canada. 

The  small  band  ot  loyal  workers 
who  are  making  such  a  desperate 
uphill  flght  with  the  forest  fire,  in- 
sect and  disease  plagues  are  the 
poorest  paid  In  the  Government 
service,  and  from  the  knowledge 
they  are  obliged  to  acquire.  Bnd  the 
hard,  disagreeable,  dangerous  and 
important  work  they  are  from  time 
to  time  called  upon  to  perform,  they 
should  be  the  highest  paid.  The 
8chools  of  Forestry  that  are  pre- 
paring these  young  men  for  this 
vitally  Important  public  work  are 
also  seriously  handicapped  for  lack 
of  funds  I  know  men  who  are 
sacriflcing  the  best  years  of  their 
Hvoa  in  forest  school  teaching  and 
governmental  forest  service  fnr  a 
mere  pittance  out  of  sheer  loyally 
to  a  cause  whicn  they  know  is  vital 
to  their  country.  These  are  two  ol 
the  crying  shames  or  the  whole 
deplorable  forest  situation. 

The  reforms  in  forestry  now  be- 
ing talked  of  have  come  too  late  to 
be  of  any  use  to  the  present  genera- 
tion. So  long  as  this  appalling  loss 
through  fire,  insects  and  disease 
and  the  enormous  present  cut  are 
allowed  to  continue,  all  these  much 
advertised  reforms  are  a  mere  ges- 
ture and  are  simply  intended  as  a 
sleeping  potion  for  the  people,  while 
the  last  of  the  trees  are  being  cut. 
allowing  the  exhaustion  of  the 
forests  to  come  upon  us  like  a  thief 
in  the  night,  without  warning. 


NOVATION 
Just  so  long  as  th*  Government 
permits  the  over-cut  ting  in  our 
forests  Just  so  long  will  over-pro- 
duction and  bankrupting  prices 
continue  In  the  pulp  and  paper  in- 
dustry, so  we  might  as  well  realize 
now  as  at  some  later  date  that  this 
deplorable  situation  will  obtain 
while  the  trees  last  Over-produc- 
tion of  ground  wood  pulp  and  lum- 
ber has  continued  for  years  and  in 
the  case  of  paper  the  promotion 
profits  have  been  so  enormous 
and  the  temptaiion  to  build  new 
mills  so  much  greater  that  the 
situation  lq  this  industry  Is  now  en- 
tirely beyond  control.  All  the  amal- 
gamations and  combinations  now 
being  worked  on  can  only  serve  at 
best  as  temporary  expedients  and 
finally  end  In  disillusionment  and 
disappointment.
